The Lord's Supper, a full wteal 
of any lawful food, a proper symbol of a 
fulness in Christ during the Gospel a«e 
which is the last Gospel feast afïorded to 
the human family she believes to be typ- 
ical of the marriage supper when Chnst 
the bridegroom.and the church the bride, 
shall feast together in the church trium- 
phant. The holy communion of which 
the elements are bread and wine she be- 
lieves was instituted by Christ in clp/se 
proximity to the eating of the supper. 
See Matt. 26 : 26. And as they were eat- 
ing Jesús took bread, etc. Mark 14: 22. 
And as they did eat Jesús took bread, etc. 
Luke 22 : 20. Likewise also the cup af- 
ter supper, etc. 

In the communion service she repre- 
sents one bread and one body. I Cor. 
10: 17» believing that in Christ Jesús 
there is neither Jew nor Greek, there is 
neither bond nor free, there is neither 
male nor female : far ye are all one in 
Christ Jesús. Gal. 3 : 28. Thus show- 
ing forth the Lord's death untíl he comes. 
This she believes to be symbolic of Chris- 
tian union, equality and communion in 
the church militant and typical of heav- 
enly communion when all the saints shall 
meet in the church triíimphant. 

She believes in the observance of the 
• holy kiss as the true tnken of brotherly 
love and Christian affection. I l'eter 5 : 
14 ; II Cor. 13 : 12. She believes in the 
anointing of the sick with oil in Ihe name 
of the Lord. James 5:14- She believes 
in the principies taught by Christ. But 1 
say unto yon that ye resist not evil, etc. 
Matt. 5 : 39. Recompense to no rnan 
evilforevil. Rom. 12:17. N -ri swear- 
ing, Christ said, but I say unto you swear 
not at all, etc. Matt. 5 : 34 James says, 
But above all things, my brethren, swear 
not, etc. James 5: \z. Her inembers 
do not swear but arbrin when called upon 
to give testimony. She does noi permit 
her members to go to law with one anoth- 
er. See I Cor. 6:1. She believes that 
her avowed creed teaches that only those 
who are guilly of crime, immoralily and 
heresy exclude themselves f rom her com- 
munion, and that the law uf Christ being 
universal, a proper application of the same 
constitutes the only true government of 
the church and that each local congrega- - 
tion applying the law of Christ propeily 
all the congregations in the world can 
meet in conferenee and constitule the one 
church of the living God one body in 
Christ. She believes that for carry- 
ing-on her great mission, the salvation of 
the world, she may in her local congrega- 
tions, District, State, or General Confer- 
ence formulate and adopt eicpediences 
that do not conflict with, but are snbordi- 
nate to the law of Christ. 
May God abundantly bless this silent 


missionary and send him to all the na- 
tions of the world so that he may be the 
means of opening a way of Gospel light 
and li fe through Jesús Christ our Lord. 
To this end this silent messenger is affec- 
tionately dedicated to the entire human 
family. God bless the effort. Amen.
